WhoKs  Next  (or 
GPA  &  Glen  Park?

It's  a  bit  late  for  New  Year's  resolutions,  but  following 
CPA's  annual  meeting  (see  Glen  Park  Association  Notes, 
page  2)  it  seems  like  a  good  idea  to  take  stock  as  we  plan 
for  this  year.  February  raised  a  number  of  issues  we 
might  want  to  address.  The  Zoning  and  Planning  Com- 
mittee meeting  dealt  with  the  size  of  new  buildings  in 
relation  to  their  neighbors  and  other  nearby  buildings, 
as  well  as  limits  on  demolition  of  older  buildings.  At  the 
membership  meeting  topics  of  discussion  included  ef- 
forts to  get  new  stop  signs,  parking  problems  on  narrow 
streets,  general  traffic  trends  in  the  neighborhood,  the 
proposed  new  building  at  Diamond  and  Bosworth,  dogs 
in  Clen  Canyon  Park,  shopping  in  Glen  Park  stores, 
GPA  dues,  and  how  we  distribute  the  Glen  Park  News. 

And  there's  more.  The  city  is  considering  an 
amnesty  for  currently  illegal  "in-law"  apartments.  The 
Planning  Commission  is  replacing  the  residential 
conservation  controls  with  new  rules  that  will  affect 
building  and  renovation  of  buildings  big  and  small.  The 
tennis  courts  need  a  structural  overhaul,  the  airport  is 
expanding  and  routing  planes  over  our  neighborhood, 
long-term  studies  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  will  be  com- 
pleted in  the  not-too-distant  ftiture,  and  then  there's  the 
Bosworth  green  space. 

That  gives  us  a  lot  to  think  about  and  discuss.  I 
encourage  you  to  make  your  voice  heard  by  coming  to 
meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  and,  if 
you  can,  by  joining  a  committee.  To  help  the  Board  of 
Directors  plan  discussions  and  activities,  I  have  created  a 
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City  Pbnning  Update

San  Francisco's  Planning  Commission  and  Department 
were  busy  during  the  holidays.  Activities  that  will  affect 
us  all  include  an  attempt  to  weaken  the  California  Envi- 
ronmental Quality  Act  (CEQA),  issuance  of  a  com- 
pletely inadequate  environmental  report  for  the  Illegal 
Unit  Amnesty  Program,  and  yet  another  revision  of  the 
proposed  new  Planning  Code  for  residential  distrias. 

CEQA  is  a  law  that  has  been  protecting  California's 
environment  since  1970.  City  Planning  has  asked  the 
state  to  expand  the  types  of  projects  exempted  from 
environmental  review  under  this  law.  Currently  the 
city's  environmental  reviews  are  lip  service  at  best,  but 
they  do  establish  a  written  record  of  the  broad  disregard 
for  both  the  environment  and  state  law.  If  granted,  this 
request  in  part  wall  allow  the  city  to  up-zone,  subdivide, 
or  change  the  use  of  properties  without  examining  the 
effects  on  infrastructure  or  the  biology  of  an  area.  The 
application  of  CEQA  would  be  affected  across  the  state. 

Another  important  environmental  issue  is  the  pro- 
posed Illegal  Unit  Amnesty  Program.  This  will  allow  one

Traffic  Committee 

New  STOP  signs  in  the  neighborhood  at  Bosworth  and 
Lyell. .  .a  big  NO  on  our  request  for  a  STOP  sign  at  Elk 
and  Chenery.  And,  both  the  supervisors  assisting  us  are 
no  more,  so  we'll  need  a  new  sponsor. 

Lots  of  ticket  traffic. .  .cars  parked  on  the  sidewalk 
on  Diamond  Street  to  keep  the  streets  clear  for  buses 
have  been  ticketed  for  blocking  the  sidewalks.  Be 
cautious. 
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If  you  live  in  a  "D"  sticker  area,  make  sure  you  have 
a  current  sticker  ($23  for  a  fiill  year).  A  single  ticket  will 
cost  you  $33  if  you  exceed  the  two-hour  parking  limit. 

A  new  car  was  "tagged"  by  vandals  in  the  700  block 
of  Chenery.  Is  this  a  new  trend  in  the  neighborhood? 

The  long-awaited  traffic/parking  study  is  here.  Since 
the  1970's,  the  average  city  traffic  volume  has  increased 
26%,  while  Glen  Park  has  experienced  a  43%  increase 
(51%  during  the  5-7  p.m.  peak).  Unfortunately,  there  are 
no  additional  officers  available  for  enforcement.

additional  legal  dwelling  unit  above  the  zoned  density. 
Supervisor  Terence  Hallinan  is  revising  this  legislation, 
supposedly  to  include  one-family  districts  (RH-1),  which 
were  excluded  fi*om  the  original  proposal.  This  proposal 
will  be  a  de  facto  up-zoning  and  reclassification  of  all 
residential  neighborhoods.  The  so-called  environmental 
review  claimed  the  program  would  have  no  impact  on 
either  current  planned  land  use  or  the  environment. 

For  over  four  years  San  Francisco  residents,  prima- 
rily through  the  Coalition  for  San  Francisco  Neighbor- 
hoods, have  been  working  with  the  city  on  a  revision  of 
the  planning  code  for  residential  districts.  The  1978 
(current)  code  is  so  loose  that  according  to  the  Director 
of  Planning  "you  could  drive  a  truck  through  it."  This 
code,  along  with  the  up-zoning  of  most  of  the  city  be- 
tween 1978  and  1985,  is  what  allowed  the  "Richmond 
Specials"  and  other  blockbusters  that  reach  to  the  sky 
and  fill  up  the  lots.  Examples  of  this  in  Glen  Park  in- 
clude the  buildings  on  the  northeast  comers  of  both 
Roanoke  and  Chenery  and  Roanoke  and  Laidley. 

The  new  revision  of  this  code  allows  for  expansion 
to  40  feet  high  (four  stories)  in  single  family  zones, 
where  the  limit  has  always  been  35  feet.  Although  a  rear 
yard  of  at  least  45%  of  the  lot  is  mandated,  a  12-foot 
extension  is  automatically  allowed.  This  gives  owners  of 
property  the  power  to  completely  change  adjacent  envi- 
ronments and  totally  shade  neighboring  yards.  This  be- 
comes even  more  important  if  examined  with  the 
knowledge  that  San  Francisco  residences  are  only  32% 
owner  occupied.  Most  of  the  property  is  owned  by  ab- 
sentee landlords,  who  are  not  affected  by  someone  next 
door  over-expanding.  But  their  tenants  are. 

The  most  significant  omission  in  this  proposed  revi- 
sion, though,  is  its  utter  lack  of  demolition  controls. 
Since  1988,  San  Francisco  neighborhoods  have  been 
protected  ft^om  losing  single  family  homes  to  demolition 
and  replacement  with  multiple  unit  structures.  These 
controls  have  expired  and  likely  they  won't  be  replaced. 

San  Francisco  ranks  third  in  the  country  in  the 
number  of  people  per  square  mile.  It  has  about  33% 
single  family  homes,  where  national  and  state  averages 
are  67%.  The  population  is  1.3  million  on  weekdays,  but 
only  730,000  are  residents.  Current  zoning  allows 
340,000  additional  dwelling  units,  which  would  at  least 
double  the  population.  The  Illegal  Unit  program  may 
change  that  to  more  than  570,000  units. 

Residents  should  get  involved.  GPA  meetings  (2°^* 
Tuesday  each  month)  are  a  good  way  to  stay  current.'^ 


Letter  to  the  Editor —  Diamond  &  Bosworfh 

Dan  Gustavson's  article  in  your  December  issue 
(pages  2&3),  supporting  a  massive  monolith  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Diamond  and  Bosworth,  ignores  important  issues 
for  residents.  First,  he  incorrectly  identifies  the  bound- 
aries of  the  proposal,  making  it  sound  67%  smaller  than 
the  developer  plans. 

He  welcomes  change,  as  if  there  hadn't  been  any 
during  the  last  20  years.  Glen  Park  has  been  gifted  with 
enough  unplanned  and  undesirable  change,  including 
an  additional  2000+  units  of  housing  in  Diamond 
Heights,  large  apartment  buildings  on  Bosworth,  and  on 
Diamond  across  from  BART,  not  to  mention  the  BART 
itself  The  result  is  a  traffic  increase  of  43%  in  the  last  15 
years,  while  San  Francisco's  major  thoroughfares  have 
increased  only  26%.  Lippard  Avenue's  traffic  has  gone 
up  by  199%.  Car  traffic  is  exacerbated  by  Muni  buses 
which  arrive  every  minute  and  eighteen  seconds  during 
rush  hour.  Our  narrow  sidewalks  have  become  crowded 
v^th  illegally  parked  cars,  merchants'  signs,  merchandise 
and  even  buildings,  like  the  one  at  Mateo  and  Chenery. 
Glen  Park  has  suffered  enough  from  ill-judged  develop- 
ment, and  there  is  no  room  for  more  pedestrians,  bike 
riders,  cars  or  buses.  Glen  Park  did  not  have  the  physical 
infrastructure  to  be  a  transit  corridor  when  Bosworth 
was  v^dened  and  BART  was  built. 

Government  officials  "mis-located"  the  BART  sta- 
tion, if  what  goes  with  it  is  high-density  housing  and 
heavy  commercial  use.  Glen  Park  is  not,  and  never  has 
been.  Mission  Street.  Merchants  who  want  heavy  foot 
traffic  business  should  consider  relocating.  We  haven't 
the  infrastructure — in  other  words  sidewalk  width — to 
make  strolling  pleasurable.  Many  current  residents  don't 


shop  in  the  village  because  of  congestion  and  lack  of 
parking. 

Dan  Gustavson  would  like  to  add  new  residents 
from  new  buildings  to  his  customer  base.  How  much 
real  difference  can  approximately  80  people  make  in  a 
neighborhood  of  more  than  6,800  registered  voters? 
More  importantly,  if  merchants  cannot  successftiUy 
reach  current  residents,  should  the  neighborhood  be 
faulted  and  punished  v^dth  massive  out-of-scale  and  out- 
of-character  development?  And  if  merchants  can't  reach 
current  residents,  whatever  makes  them  think  they'll 
reach  new  ones? 

The  Merchants  Association  Dan  Gustavson  speaks 
for  has  only  a  handftil  of  active  members.  Their  num- 
bers are  dwarfed  by  the  hundreds  of  residents  who  re- 
sponded with  strong  opposition  to  this  concrete 
behemoth  as  proposed  for  the  Glen  Park  Village  when 
GPA  surveyed  neighborhood  opinion  a  year  ago.  What's 
good  for  the  neighborhood  will  be  good  for  the  right 
kind  of  businesses.

The  cafe  is  totally  non-smoking  and  offers  a  variety 
of  good  reads  and  good  music.  Every  month  there's  a 
new  art  exhibit.

Merchants  Association  Update

Here  are  highlights  of  the  association's  recent  meeting: 

Litter  in  the  merchant  area  is  still  a  problem,  but 
merchants  are  improving  litter  control  by  placing  trash 
cans  outside  their  storefronts. 

Harold  Tauber  from  Glen  Park  Hardware  v^ll  final- 
ize our  application  for  nonprofit  corporation  status. 

Dave  Sahagun,  President  of  the  SF  Council  of  Dis- 
trict Merchant  Associations,  discussed  our  parent  oi^a- 
nization  and  advertising  in  the  Independent. 

We  discussed  joining  with  the  new  professional 
association  in  Glen  Park.  This  is  complicated  by  the 
groups'  different  focuses.  Further  discussion  is  indicated. 

Dan  Gustavson  discussed  Senate  Bill  198  that  re- 
quires all  employers  to  have  an  injury  prevention  pro- 
gram for  employees. 

Tiffany  Farr  discussed  empty  storefi^onts  in  Glen 
Park.  Target  businesses  include  a  pharmacy,  bookstore, 
and  video  store.  Attracting  such  businesses  to  our  com- 
munity will  be  an  ongoing  concern.
